tricted South Baldwin lot with 32. The unrestricted 
spaces will be limited to passenger vehicles and small 
trucks and to a time period of 24 hours. 

Councilmembers praised the light fixtures which 
are both attractive and “very bright tor Sierra 
Madre,” according to Ron Hutson, project manager 
of the Main Street Program, as he invited citizens 
to attend the festivities which will open the Mari¬ 
posa Parking lot officially on Sept. 24 The ribbon 
will be cut “between 6 and 6:30 p.m.’ 

The landscaping has been completely finished, 
but still to be installed are a series of decorative 
signs directing the public to the lots. 

In a complicated report, City Administrator 
James McRea explained the procedure by which 
Sierra Madre has overdrawn its water account trom 
the Raymond Basin. The complete report is avail¬ 
able at the city offices. 

“This happens everytime we have a long dry 
spell. It happened in the ’30s and in the 50s. 
If you compare the figures you find that the citi¬ 
zens of Sierra Madre have reduced their water 
usage considerably but we still have to fight fires 

and keep up public property.” 

McRea continued, “We should be gratetul to 
the people who had the foresight to construct, 


In other actions, the council passed on ordin¬ 
ance limiting the terms ot members ot Council 
appointed committees to two consecutive full terms 
on the same committee, commission or board; 
received a report that the work at Bailey Canyon 
is continuing and that the task lorces on the median 
strip and on street parking were still in operation. 

Councilpersons Gary Adams and Mary Ann 
MacGillivray asked for consideration at the next 
meeting ot the problems ot cars being parked 
across sidewalks and of recreational vehicles being 


parked on the street for long periods of time. 

The council had been asked by the Sierra 
Madre Homeowners/Residents Association to recon¬ 
sider a variance granted by the Planning Com¬ 
mission for a picket fence on the side street and 
front at 125 Suffolk Ave. Speakers from the 
audience in favor of the variance described the 
fence somewhat differently than did the Homeowners/ 
Residents Association and the council felt that they 
should look over the Planning Commission’s pro¬ 
cedure and the information on which they acted. 
McRea admitted that no one could find any record 
of the procedure, written or taped, and that the 
simple granting of the variance was all that was 
available. The council decided that because of the 
contradictory evidence and the technical ditficulties 
of describing the site the entire matter should be 
reheard. 


VFW to care for Kersting Court flag 


Care and maintenance of the Kersting Court 
Flat will be taken over by the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars Harry L. Embree Post 3208, according to 
Jan Maddox, retiring co-chairman of the Kersting 
Court Flag Committee. 

Post Commander Archie Crabtree announced 
that the new Hag committee would be comprised 
of post members Carl Stockdale, who will serve 
as chairman, Arnold Hoegee and George Jetter. 

The new committee will replace Bill Birgensmith 
who recently retired as chairman, and Maddox. 

The current Old Glory will be replaced by a 
new flag contributed by an anonymous patriotic do¬ 
nor, as have several past Hags. 

“Thanks to such anonymous donations the 
Kersting Court Flag Fund now has several hundred 
dollars more than when our drive ended in 1986, 


Maddox stated. 

Interest on the fund earns enough IQ make on 
annual replacement a year. During the past several 
years unexectedly severe winds, a theft and other 
adversities have necessitated replacement more often 
than once a year, but each time a donor has come 
through with a gift of the extra flag so that the prin¬ 
cipal has been left untouched, Maddox noted. 

“1 am delighted that our VFW Post has 
stepped forward to take over the responsibility of 
seeing that Old Glory will wave in perpetuity over 
Kersting Court,” Maddox stated. “1 know that all 
the patriotic citizens who donated so generously 
to the Kersting Court Flag Fund will agree with 
me that no more patriotic and trustworthy guard¬ 
ians of Sierra Madre’s beloved Star Spangled Banner 
could be found/'

Burned out area’ plans to include European walkway 

, nno r.f thp nrnhlems vet to be resolve 


Resolution of problems encountered in the re¬ 
building of the burned out downtown area appears 
to be heading into the last stretch, according to 
both the building owners and the city. 

The project, which will involve three separate 
buildings, has been designated by the city tor 
Community Redevelopment Agency (CRA) partici¬ 
pation. The extent of CRA involvement has not yet 
been decided and is slated at this point to be on the 
CRA agenda the first council meeting in October. 

The five members of the City Council sit as the 
CRA and deliberate prior to regular council meet¬ 
ings. 

Interviews with the three owners, Fred and 
Cathy Crockett, Helen Elliott and Berge Yeghiaian. 
revealed that all three buildings would be separate, 
but Crockett and Elliott are planning a coordinated 
effort including a European style walkway between 
buildings and small courtyard in the rear and opening 
to Mariposa Parking Lot. 

All three buildings would be two-story with ot- 
fices above and retail shops on the ground level 
In the Crockett and Elliott buildings entry to the 
shops would be from the walkway. 

Elliott stated that if the problems can’t be solved 
within 30 to 60 days she would have to go ahead with 
construction due to insurance requirements. With¬ 
out CRA participation the buildings will have to be 
reconstructed as they were before their destruction 
by fire. 

CRA participation could vary all the way from 
infrastructure participation to construction of the 
buildings which would then be sold to the present 
owners. 

Current plans call for Elliott’s building to be 
about 2100 square feet, Crockett’s building to be 
about 2400 square feet and Yeghiaian’s somewhere 
between 2700 - 2900 square feet. The Construc¬ 
tion costs would run between $70 - $80 a 
square foot, giving a total construction cost for 
all three buildings ranging from $504,000 to $582,000.

Business requests 
no taxes

Unless the business community takes 
a firm stand in opposition to the presi¬ 
dent's call for new tax revenue to en¬ 
courage growth and jobs, it will not be 
a relevant force in the tax debate. The 
failure of the business community 
to take a clear anti-tax position is al¬ 
lowing legislators to steer the focus ot 
the tax and revenue debate away from 
critical economic issues. 

Failure to uniformly condemn new 
taxes as anti-jobs and anti-economic 
growth has encouraged lawmakers to 
use taxes as a way to achieve their so¬ 
cial agendas. For example, most Ameri¬ 
cans are being asked to believe that in¬ 
creased taxes on beer, wine, alcohol, 
tobacco and gasoline will cause smokers 
and drinkers to quit, and drivers to ride 
the bus. These thoughts are unsupported 
by research. 

Study after study tell us that excise 
taxes on alcohol, gasoline and tobacco 
are taxes paid by the consumer — and 
in large part by the middle class, the el¬ 
derly, working women and those on a 
fixed income. We also know that con¬ 
sumers respond to these taxes by de¬ 
creasing the consumption of other goods 
and services. Clearly, the use oi the tax¬ 
ing power to achieve these objectives 
is unfair and abusive. 

Instead of looking for politically 
painless ways to strip money out of the 
economy, the president and Congress 
should be looking for effective ways to 
make the economy flourish. New sav¬ 
ings and investment incentives such as 
reduced capital gains tax rates would 
help, as would spending reductions. 
The Gramm-Rudman-Hollings (GRH) 
deficit target for 1991 is S64 billion, and 
the estimated deficit is $170 billion. The 
difference, $106 billion, can be accom¬ 
plished automatically and on an across- 
the-board basis without a single penny 
in new tax revenue, the advantages is 
that GRH spending cuts are real and 
they produce monumental savings in la¬ 
ter years.

I never liked Shel Silverstein — and with 
that comment 1 know I alienate most all ele¬ 
mentary school age children, their parents, 
and teachers. Because they love him, and with 
good reason. His books of poetry, which in¬ 
clude: “Where the Sidewalk Ends,” and 
“Light in the Attic,” have consistently gotten 
even the most unlikely bunch of students to 
pick up a book of ... of all things . . . poetry, 
and read it with joy and excitement. 

So, I will have to change my mind. I’ve 
carried this slanderous and unpopular opinion 
for 21 years now, since meeting the author in 
a coffee shop in Sausalito. 1 guess 1 just have to 
concede that first impressions can be wrong, 
and that personalities can clash, even if the per¬ 
sonality is a genius. 

I will skip over reviewing his humorous 
poetry which has an inside track on kids that 
few grown-ups can still run on. 1 will speed by 
his story, “The Missing Piece,” which says it 
all, about the dilemma of commitment and the 
“free spirit.” 

Instead I will concentrate on the book that 
is so true, it hurts to read it. “The Giving 
Tree” was published by Harper and Row in 1964, 
but it is a timeless classic. I cannot describe it 
better than the book cover which reviews 
it as “a mnvinp narable tor readers ot all

ages that offers an affecting interpretation of 
the gift of giving and a serene acceptance 
of another’s capacity to love in return.” 

The story begins: “Once there was a tree 
and she loved a little boy . . If you 
are a parent (or some other kind of indefatig¬ 
able lover) you will identify with this tree who 
gives and gives and gives of itself until it is just 
about all gone. And even then, it still has 
something to give. What does it ask in return ? 
Well, that the boy be there from time to time, 
and that its giving helps the boy to be happy. 

If you are a child, deep inside your heart 
this story will plant a seed. I’m not sure how it 
works, but the watering is sure to follow, and 
then the child himself someday may become the 
tree, and will remember this story, it will blos¬ 
som within him or her — Aha! 

There are aphorisms that say, “It is more 
blessed to give than receive,” and “Loving 
is its own reward.” Kahlil Gibran told us 
"we should wake every morning, (just) thank¬ 
ful for another day of loving.” I Corinthias 
13 says, “Love seeketh not its own.” 

Shel Silverstein in “The Giving Tree” is 
telling us that same thing in a simple story. 
It is the paradoxical truth of love: and I’m 
beginning to like him for it, finally!

MAIN STREET

On one of the early morning TV news-talk 
shows this morning they were discussing a 
growing voter revolt. Their consensus was: vo¬ 
ters are returning to the polls, they are mad as 
he.., incumbents are going to take a beating, 
the revolt extends from city council elections 
to the White House and the ’90s decade will 
be the decade of the voter. 

According to the two political analysts, 
voters are scared of the middle-east situation, 
beginning to believe we are in a recession, 
upset at the multi-billion dollar savings and 
loan rip-off and generally tired of being lied to. 
Thus, voters are mad. Candidates for election 
are making it clean they are not the incum¬ 
bent. They distance themselves from responsi¬ 
bility for the current mess while suggesting 
they have new answers. 

All of that seems a long way away from 
Sierra Madre. It’s hard to believe that per¬ 
ceived voters revolt exists here. But, if it does, 
it will be interesting to see what the results 
will be. Having said that I want to make it 
clear, this is not a comment on local politics. 
Main Street and the Chamber do not get in¬ 
volved in politics. 

But we do get involved in things that affect 


the business and property owner’s profit and 
loss statement. We champion causes before the 
City Council and Community Redevelopment 
Agency (CRA) designed to increase downtown 
investment values. We believe a successful 
downtown revitalization effort will benefit the 
entire community, increase property values, 
and jobs and provide goods and ser¬ 
vices not now available. 

Main Street and the chamber are actively 
supporting a voters revolt here in Sierra Madre. 
Not a political, ballot box revolt; a community 
development, volunteer involvement, objective 
and goals priority setting revolt. A new decade 
of positive, realistic achievement to enhance 
what most already view as an excellent com¬ 
munity environment. 

A Main Street project manager or chamber 
executive officer often find themselves in an 
uncomfortable position. There is no question, 
in my mind, whom they represent. They represent 
the collective business community. The collec¬ 
tive business community doesn’t always agree 
with that which makes effective representa¬ 
tion touch. It’s doubly tough it large numbers 
opt to be observers or Monday morning 
quarterbacks. 

The big picture is clear. The private and 
public sectors have got to get their act together. 
Isolated decision making has to become a thing 
of the past. Meaningful discussion, debate and 
cooperative decision making has to become the 
norm, not the exception. A friendly attitude 
isn’t enough. There has to be a mutual, aggressive, 
dedication to making the right things happen. 
That also means there has to be a mutual effort 
to identify what those right things are. We 
seem to be headed in the right direction. It’s 
time to kick the process into overdrive and get 
on down the road.

In contrast, as the sixth 
seal is broken, we see 
those who want to escape 
from God’s wrath. 
They cry out to be 

covered by the rocks and 
the mountains so that 

they hopefully may hide 
from the face of the 

One who sits on the 

Throne of Heaven, and 
the wrath of the 
Lamb. The earth is 
jolted by a great earth¬ 
quake. The sun turns 
black, the moon 
turns blood red, and 
the stars fall from the 
sky. 

Paul’s letter to the 
church at Rome promised 
the wrath of God against 
all unrighteousness 
and ungodliness of men 
who know God but will 


not glorify Him as 
Cod. They instead 
worship and serve the 
creature more than 
the Creator. 

Someone has said, 
“Nothing is certain but 
death and taxes.” Ac¬ 
cording to the Bible, 
grace is certainly of¬ 
fered to the whole world 
and through God’s grace 
forgiveness is a free 
gift. But if this offer of 
grace is rejected, then the 
wrath of God is more 
certain than death 


certain than deatn 
or taxes.

These women are who 
they are and, in the 
necessarily informal 
process of improving 
their appearance, feel no 
need to pretend any¬ 
thing else. They are, in 
their mutual concern 
and mutual criticism, 
a family.

Planning Commissioners pass four ordinances

With only six items on the agenda, the Planning 
Commission resolved issues with little controversy 
on Thursday, Sept. 20. 

Henry and Bonita Landsberg, 503 Key Vista, 
were granted a variance for an addition to an exist¬ 
ing garage, creating an accessory building. 

The commissioners raised some questions. 
Commissioner James Hester commented that the 
property is not suitable for what the owners plan 
to do with it. Commissioner Stan Hutchinson 
expressed the opinion that the planned addition 
would increase the non-conformity. 

However, the questions were resolved in favor 
of the applicants. 


Mary Riley, oi 360 Acacia St., was granted 
a variance for the reconstruction of an existing 
deck/carport. She explained that she wanted to re¬ 
build what is already there. The proposal was en¬ 
dorsed by one of her neighbors, and Commissioner 
Hutchinson remarked that it would be a benefit 
to the neighborhood. 

Jiin and Sage Lee, 360 E. Grandview, applied 
for variances for a covered patio and a subter- 
ranian storage room. The variance for the covered 
patio was denied, while the variance for the storage 
room was accepted. 

Barry Andrews, 240 E. Alegria, applied for 
confirmation and granting of a variance for a front 
yard setback of 34 feet. The commission passed 


a motion finding that the setback is 34 feet according 
to the formula in the ordinance, for non¬ 
standard setbacks. The variance was then granted. 

Montecito Fine Arts, 75 N. Baldwin, filed for 
review of a free-standing sign. A motion for approval 
of the sign was passed. 

For the final item on the agenda, the com¬ 
mission reviewed revisions to a draft hillside ordin¬ 
ance. A guideline was approved requiring special 
justification if grading is to involve an amount equal 
to, or greater than, 2000 cubic yards of fill. 

Some other changes discussed include a 100- 
foot limit on frontage, and a 15 percent grade for 
driveways. City Administrator Jim McRea recom¬ 
mended that the changes be brought to the Planning 
Department and then back to the commission.

The International 
Committee of the Red 
Cross has been unable 
to reach agreement on 
a comprehensive human¬ 
itarian agreement with 
the Iraqi government;

He said Cornelio Som- 
maruga, President of the 
1CRC, had returned 
from a three-day trip to 
Baghdad where he 
sought to mobilize a hu¬ 
manitarian response for 
all victims of the Gulf 
crisis within the 
framework of the ICRC’s 
mandate under the Third 
and Fourth Geneva Con¬ 
ventions. Specifically, 
this would provide 
ICRC protection and 
assistance to foreign civ¬ 
ilians whether authorized 
or not to leave Iraq and 
Kuwait as well as to 


Iraqi and Kuwaiti civil¬ 
ians and any Kuwaiti pri¬ 
soners of war. 

The Geneva Con¬ 
ventions are internation¬ 
al treaties designed for 
protection of victims 
of war, including wound¬ 
ed and sick military per¬ 
sonnel, prisoners of war, 
and the civilian pop¬ 
ulation in areas of con¬ 
flict. 

The International 
Committee of the Red 
Cross is an all-Swiss 
group of some 25 citizens 
that serves as a neutral 
intermediary between 
belligerent countries 
carrying out the terms of 
the conventions. 

Parker said the Amer¬ 
ican Red Cross is pro¬ 
viding services to Ameri¬ 
can troops overseas. The 
Arcadia Chapter is 
prepared to relay mes¬ 
sages relating to births, 
deaths, or serious illness 
within the family.

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French fries are not 
really French but are 
called “frits" and orig¬ 
inated in Belgium, ex¬ 
plains Dawnel Moreno, 
an Arcadia High School 
senior who went to Bel¬ 
gium on an American 
Field Service Program 
this summer. 

In Belgium, frits are 
eaten with mayonnaise 
or a mixture of mayo, 
curry, ketsup and onions, 
adds the 16-year-old who 
spent the summer in 
Begijnendijk, a Flemish 
town of some 10,000 
people, located in the 
northeast portion of the 
country. 

Here she lived with 
her host parents, both 
high school teachers 
who spoke little or no 
English, and two sisters, 
who spoke English well. 
Her 18-year-old sister 
had been on a year-long 
AFS program in Kansas. 

With her younger sis¬ 
ter, Moreno went to a 
10-day Girl Scout 
camp which included a 
34-kilometer bike ride 
through the Netherlands 
into Germany. 

On another occasion, 
she and 22 other Ameri¬ 
can AFS students stayed 
in a hostel in Deinze, 
and from there took 
day trips by train to 
see cities important 
in Belgian history. 

One of the highlights 
of her summer, accord¬ 
ing to Moreno, was a 
visit to Brussels, the cap¬ 
ital of Belgium. Though 
it is a large city 
with a “lot of people” 
it was unlike Los An¬ 
geles in that it is much 
older, said Moreno. 

Moreno saw castles, 
abbeys, universities 
and cathedrals but only 
a few windmills, and in 
Antwerp, she even 
saw a McDonald’s 
where customers had

to pay for ketsup but 
could buy beer. 

She learned about 
the eating habits of her 
host country, where 
breakfast is an in¬ 
formal meal consisting 
of bread and coffee. 
She claims to having 
become addicted to 
coffee, even 

bringing some coffee 
beans home to share with 
her parents. While in 
Belgium, she was intro¬ 
duced to choco, a cho¬ 
colate spread much like 
peanut butter, which is 
put on bread. 

The main meal of the 
day is served at noon 
and includes meat, 
usually beef, and pasta, 
rice or potato. 

Teenagers in Belgium 
are much like those in 
the United States, ex¬ 
plains Moreno. Young 
people like music 
and American songs are 
popular there. Even 
if people don’t speak 
English, they know the 
words to American 
songs. 

Belgium young people 
cannot drive until they 
are 18 years of age; 
however, the drinking 
age is 16, which finds 
teenagers spending 
a lot of time in pubs, 
consuming some of the 
350 different var¬ 
ieties of beer for which 
Belgium is famous. 

Belgium offers 12 
years of compulsory edu¬ 
cation; and to begin the 
final six years, students 
declare a path of study. 
Once they are on that 
path they cannot change 
unless they take the year 
over again. 

Now that the school 
has begun at AHS, Mo¬ 
reno is involved with the 
Chanteurs, a performing 
choral group, and with 
the AFS Club, which she 
serves as president.

Effective water management 
urged in drought conditions 


With the drought con¬ 
ditions that have plagued 
the southland for the 
past four years, home- 
owners should emphasize 
effective water manage¬ 
ment when it comes to 
yard and garden care, 
explained Steve Co¬ 
hen, superintendent 
of Descanso Gardens, 
when he spoke to a re¬ 
cent meeting of Las Vol- 
untarias y Los Avudantes 
at the Arboretum. 

He stressed that 
yards and plants don’t 
need to be replaced in 
order to be water effi¬ 
cient because most plants 
can surv ive with a lot less 
water and that it is im¬ 
portant to water on need, 
not schedule. 

Deep watering, using 
polymers and drip irriga¬ 
tion are three ways home- 
owners can be more ef¬ 
ficient and effective in 
their watering. 

Deep watering en¬ 


courages a good root 
system which allows 
plants and trees to bet¬ 
ter withstand dry periods 
and prevents runoff waste. 
Cohen suggested using 
a probe to find out 
how well water is 
pentrating the soil. 

Polymers, inorganic 
crystals which ex¬ 
pand to a jelly-like 
consistency, are incor¬ 
porated in soil to act as 
watering reservoirs. 
Water retention in 
soil also can be en¬ 
hanced with the addition 
of forest humus and red¬ 
wood compost materials. 

Sprinkler systems 
modification is a major 
solution to effective 
water management, 
Cohen adds. Individual 
drip components 
use two to three 
gallons per minute. 

Conventional pop up 
systems can be con¬ 
verted with com¬ 
mercially available 


adapters which can be 
purchased through an 
irrigation supply com¬ 
pany. Long-term bene¬ 
fits to such conver¬ 
sions are saving in water 
bills, water conserva¬ 
tion and plants which 
grow some two and a 
half times faster, 
Cohen explained. 

He also pointed out 
that oak trees should 
not be watered in 
the summer as they will 
be subject to armellaria, 
a fungus activated 
by soil temperature and 
moisture which slowly 
kills well-established 
oaks. Cohen suggests 
surrounding oaks with dry 
landscape plants which 
don’t need summer wa¬ 
ter, such as creeping 
currant, a semi-vining 
plant with dark green 
leaves, or coral bells, a 
spring blooming plant 
with small bell-shaped 
flowers.
